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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, which includes claims 1-22, in the 
reply filed on 09/27/2004 is acknowledged. Claims 23-30 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Walsh et al. (6,480,072). 

As per claim 1, Walsh et al. discloses in figure 8 apparatus including an oscillator (101) 
with an output (103) dependant upon a random source (109), a sampling device (105) to 
sample the output signal, a fixed frequency clock driven LFSR (103) coupled to the sampling 
device via a digital gate (the gate that receives SHIFT IN in figure 7) to receive the sampled 
output (SAMPLE OUT, see col. 7, lines 20-21), and to provide a random number as claimed. 

As per claim 4, Walsh et al. discloses in col. 3, lines 13-14, the sampling device (105) 
being a flip-flop.

As per claim 5, Walsh et al. discloses in figure 7 the' digital gate (the gate that receives 
SHIFT IN) is an EXOR gate. 

4. Claims 2,3 and 6-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 15-22 are allowed.
